Tire traversal is on the grounds that examination of the two groups wouldno.be 
unduly burdensome. 

2 . This is not found persuasive for the following reasons: The separate statutory 
edifications of mvention, and the different fields of search, are ind.cia of an undue burden. See 
MPEP 808.02 and MPEP 803 (B).

9. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Yao et al. 
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Referring to claim 1, Yao e. al. disclose a backplate for a plasma display pane, including 
having a .ubrican, thin film layer (see col. 11, lines 48-56, release layer) having barner nbs, and a 
phosphor material layer (phosphor) formed on the lubricant thin film layer. 

Referring to claims 2, and 3, Yao e, al. disclose a plasma display panel wherein the 
lubricant thm film layer is Teflon™ (see coL 4, lines 64-67). 1. is noted that claim 3 does not 
require the selection of DLN. 

Referring to claims 4, and 5, it is the position of the exammer that the claimed properties 
are inherent to Teflon™ as evidenced by Table 1, on page 10 of the instant specification.
